Too little, too late. 

Canada now faces a do¬ 
or-die playoff against Ger¬ 
many tomorrow to get into 
the quarter-finals. Assum¬ 
ing they win, the Canadi¬ 
ans will face a hard road — 
facing tougher teams soon¬ 
er than if they had moved 
directly into the final 
eight. 

“It’s a must-win, no mat¬ 
ter who we play at this 
point,” said Crosby. “But 
any team that is in the 
tournament you have to re¬ 
spect. We have to regroup 
quickly.” 

“I hate to say it, but it 
might be what we need,”

Brodeur said of the extra 
game. 

Coming after a narrow 
shootout win over the 
modest Swiss, Team Cana¬ 
da is testing the patience 
of a nation with high hock¬ 
ey expectations.

Brian Rafalslci scored 
two goals and Miller made 
42 saves as the Americans 
— wearing the throwback 
jerseys they wore at the 
1960 Games when they 
last beat the Canadians in 
Olympic play — came out 
on top of a wildly enter¬ 
taining game. 

Chris Drury, and Jamie 
Langenbrunner had the 
other goals for the U.S. 
while Eric Staal, Dany 
Heatley also scored for 
Canada. 

The pre-game anticipa¬ 
tion for the U.S.-Canada 
matchup was sky-high, 
with downtown Vancouver 
literally at a standstill 
while people watched on 
screens around the city.

Brazil defends naval 
rescue of Canadians 


The Brazilian navy yester¬ 
day defended its response 
to a shipwreck that left 
dozens of teenage 
students from around the 
world — including 42

The navy deployed a 
search aircraft about 19 
hours after it received a 
distress signal from the SV 
Concordia on Wednesday, 
which officials say is in 
line with standard proce¬ 
dure. 

All 48 students and 16 
crew members were safely 
rescued Friday, nearly 40 
hours after the sailing ship 
capsized in the Atlantic 
several hundred miles off

Smart cards are just first step for Edmonton's system

On the other hand, 
ETS released its schedules 
to Google, meaning riders 
no longer have to jump 
through hoops to find their 
stops, then ignore several 
silly recommendations.

still left something to be 
desired. 

The new LRT stations 
show ETS does know the 
solution: LED screens visi- 
ble on the 
platform, 
showing 
times for the 
next trains. 
Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the older 
stations still 
don’t have so 
much as a 
printed 
schedule for 

the train. 

Speaking of printed 
schedules, the information 
available at bus stops is se¬ 
riously lacking. The odd 
stop boasts paper sched¬ 
ules with the relevant tim¬ 
ing point crudely highlight¬ 
ed, but generic stops only 
list the routes. 

My new-to-town room¬ 
mate once waited for the 6 
for more than an hour 
without knowing the ma¬ 
jor route didn’t run that 
section outside peak hours. 


He’s from Tokyo, but even 
small systems can manage 
tailored schedules with 
maps and lists of departure 
times for particular stops. 

Many cities — and not 
just big ones — go the ex¬ 
tra mile and put GPS on 
their buses along with real¬ 
time arrival screens at busy 
bus stops. The cellphone- 
based BusLink system 
serves its purpose, if you 
have a phone, but takes 
forever and is only reading 
what could be printed at 
the actual stop. 

Some councillors have 
voiced their appreciation 
that the user experience 
benefits with this kind of 
information being avail¬ 
able at stops, but there’s 
been little action as of late. 
With any luck though, the 
smart card program is just 
the first step to a more in¬ 
telligent transit system for 
Edmonton.

For the last 10 days I’ve 
spent many hours loung¬ 
ing on the couch, chowing 
down on chips and pop, 
watching the sports cover¬ 
age and I’ve started to won¬ 
der, “What is it that makes 
these Olympic athletes dif¬ 
ferent than me?” 

I cannot think of a single 
reason I should not have 
become a contender for a 
medal in these Games. I 
can think of about a hun¬ 
dred. Starting with — I’m 
not prepared to go outside 


in winter or wear spandex 
pants in public. 

But last night, as I sat 
watching vital in-depth 
coverage of “how the ath¬ 
letes’ personal hygiene 
practices contribute to 
their success,” I was sud¬ 
denly struck by two 
thoughts. First, if you find 
yourself watching TV 
about personal hygiene it 
means it’s really time to go 
to bed. But my other 
thought was this. The rea¬ 
son these athletes have 
achieved what the rest of 
us haven’t is not because 
they have superior talent 
and ability to the rest of us. 
They do, of course, but 
that’s not the reason. The 
main reason is they be¬ 
lieve they can do it. 

I have come to believe 
that what keeps most of us 


from realizing our dreams 
is a pesky thing called 
“sanity.” Sanity is what 
stops most of us from de¬ 
ciding, “Gosh it might be 
fun to strap on skis or 
throw ourselves onto a 
flimsy metal frame and go 
hurtling down icy vertical 
drops at 200,000 km/h.” Be¬ 
cause of this, most of us 
see sanity as a good thing. 

I’m not suggesting for a 
moment that high-perfor¬ 
mance athletes aren’t sane. 
With the exception of 
most snowboarders, of 
course. But I wonder if, for 
many of us, “sanity” is just 
another word for “believ¬ 
ing we can’t actually get 
what we want.” Our 
brains, which really should 
limit themselves to finding 
cures for cancer and re¬ 
membering where the 


channel changer got put, 
see a new idea and say, “Oh 
dear. This might not work 
out. I will not do this.” And 
so our response is not to 
try. 

Maybe what makes an 
Olympic athlete different 
from the rest of us is that 
they listen to the desire of 
their heart before the 
warning in their head. So 
knowing this, am I likely 
to be gunning for a medal 
any time soon? Probably 
not. But when I do take on 
the dreams and challenges 
that life presents, hopeful¬ 
ly I’ll be just like our amaz¬ 
ing athletes. Entirely 
courageous and a little bit 
insane.

FLORIDA Three teenage girls 
were joking around and taking 
pictures on a narrow bridge in 
a Florida town when they were 
hit by a train, killing them as a 
friend watched helplessly, po¬ 
lice and a witness said yester¬ 
day. The girls and the fourth 
teenager, a boy, had been 
hanging out in Melbourne's 
downtown area when they de¬ 
cided to cross the trestle bridge 
around 6:30 p.m. Saturday. The 
boy yelled for the girls to run 
when he saw the train 
approach. The girls did not 
have enough time. 

AUTO Toyota officials claimed 
they saved $100 million US by 
successfully negotiating with 
the American government on a 
limited recall of floor mats in 
some Toyota and Lexus 
vehicles, according to new doc¬ 
uments shared with 
congressional investigators. 

The documents could set off 
alarms over whether Toyota 
put profits ahead of customer

More than 120 other peo¬ 
ple were injured and an un¬ 
known number were miss¬ 
ing, possibly swept away or 
smothered, authorities said,

Laid-off workers finding 
their way back to work 


More than half (58 per cent) 
of the employees laid off in

Golfers poorly informed about Woods event: Finchem

PGA Tour commissioner 
Tim Finchem took the 
blame yesterday for not 
alerting his players about 
why Tiger Woods chose to 
make his first public 
appearance during the 
Match Play Championship. 

Players had to field sev¬ 
eral questions about 
Woods upon finishing 
their matches in the open¬ 
ing round Wednesday, 
when it was announced 
that Woods was to speak 
publicly Friday for the first 
time since the Nov. 27 car 
accident that revealed ram¬ 
pant affairs. 

Most troubling to some 
players — Ernie Els in par¬ 
ticular — was the percep¬ 
tion that Woods was get¬ 
ting back at Accenture, the 


title sponsor at Match Play 
and the first company to 
drop Woods over the sex 
scandal. 

Finchem, who allowed 
Woods to use the TPC Saw- 
grass clubhouse at PGA 
Tour headquarters for the 
nationally-televised event, 
knew that Woods was on 
a break from therapy 
and was to return on Satur¬ 
day. 

“In hindsight, we should 
have pushed the thing 
along in a way to get the 
players briefed before they 


went into their Wednesday 
matches, some so they’re 
not coming out of a match 
and getting hit with all 
these Tiger questions,” 
Finchem said. 

“We just screwed up on 
that. That’s just a screw-up 
on my part. 

“You can never commu¬ 
nicate too much in this 
business, and when you 
don’t, you usually pay a 
price. And that was a good 
example.” 

Els was among the most 
outspoken when he 


learned of Woods’ plans to 
speak. 

“It’s selfish,” he told 
Golfweelc magazine. “You 
can write that. I feel sorry 
for the sponsor. Mondays 
are a good day to make 
statements, not Friday. 
This takes a lot away from 
the golf tournament.” 

Finchem said he since 
has spoken to Els, who lost 
in the second round of the 
tournament. 

“Once he understood the 
options available to us, and 
what we were looking at it 
... I did say to him, The 
mistake here, given all the 
elements, was not getting 
you guys briefed.’ I take re¬ 
sponsibility for that. That’s 
my job,” Finchem said.

Brodeur tries to figure out what went wrong 


Canada's first real hockey 
test at the 2010 Olympics 
was not a game to 
remember for veteran 
goaltender Martin 
Brodeur. 

An attempt to clear the 
puck off the boards was 
caught in a crowd of bod¬ 
ies and ended with his for¬ 
mer New Jersey Devils 
teammate Brian Rafalslci 
drilling it at the net and 
having it go in off Sidney 
Crosby’s stick only 41 sec¬ 
onds into Canada’s 5-3 loss 
to the United States last 
night. 

And after Canada tied 
the game, Brodeur’s at¬ 
tempt to shoot the puck 
out of his zone was inter¬ 
cepted and Rafalslci, now 
with the Detroit Red 
Wings, drilled in another 
goal. 

“There were some 
strange goals, deflections,” 
Brodeur lamented later. 


Brodeur ended up allow¬ 
ing four goals on only 23 
shots — the fifth goal by 
Ryan Kesler was into an 
empty net — while Ryan 
Miller was stoning Canadi¬ 
an shooters at the other 
end of the ice with a 42- 
save masterpiece. 

Brodeur’s performance 
raises the possibility that 
Vancouver Canucks goalie 
Roberto Luongo, who shut 
out lowly Norway 8-0 in 
Canada’s opening game, 
will be back in the net 
when Canada plays an 
elimination game Tuesday 
against Germany. 

Coach Mike Babcock did 
not rule out a goaltending 
change. 

“What I’ll do is, watch 
the game without emo¬ 
tion,” said Babcock.

Tragedy has struck the 
Vancouver Olympics 
again, this time delivering 
a body blow to the 
Canadian team. 

Skate Canada officials 
said yesterday that Therese 
Rochette, mother of figure 
skater Joannie Rochette, 
died overnight in Vancou¬ 
ver General Hospital after 
suffering a heart attack. 

The 24-year-old decided 
to compete as planned in 
the Olympics, and sought 
comfort in the place she 
knows the best — the rink. 

“For Joannie, I think be¬ 
ing able to stick with her 
plan of practising and com¬ 
peting is giving her some 
stability and some things 
that are planned in her life, 


which obviously is other¬ 
wise a very uncertain time 
for her,” William Thomp¬ 
son, Skate Canada’s CEO, 
said after Rochette’s prac¬ 
tice. 

“To be honest, I wasn't 
surprised to see her training 
well, she’s a very well- 
trained high-performance 
athlete and the muscle 
memory kicks in and she 
does what she needs to do.” 

Rochette was the last of 
five skaters on the ice for 
yesterday’s practice. 

Dressed in black tights and 
a coral tank top, she flashed 


a quick smile to her father 
Normand, who sat in the 
stands surrounded by five 
family friends, who were 
dabbing at tears. 

“She may change her 
mind and that’s fine, too,” 
chef de mission Nathalie 
Lambert said. “I think she 
owes it to herself to go on 
that ice, to have no regrets 
and fulfil that dream that 
she had.

• Davey Barr was 25 th in 
qualifying and slugged 
through the round of 16 
and the quarter-finals. 

He finished third in his 
semifinal heat and 
was second in the small 
final, good for sixth 
overall. 

Canada, which swept the 
ski-cross podium at the 
2010 X Games, was 
blanked at Cypress. 

Swiss skier Michael 
Schmid captured the gold, 
while Austrian Andreas 
Matt took silver and Nor¬ 
way’s Audun Groenvold 
the bronze. 

Canadian Christopher 
Delbosco, who was one of 
the favourites, came 
fourth after a spectacular 
crash in the final. 

He looked good for 
bronze, but lost control as 
he launched off a jump 
and landed hard on his 
back about 50 metres from 
the finish.

speedskating Long-track 
speedskater Kristina Groves 
has her second medal of the 
Vancouver Olympics, win¬ 
ning silver in the women’s 
1,500 metres yesterday. 

The 33-year-old from Ot¬ 
tawa finished in one 
minute 57.14 seconds. She 
was on track for gold until 
she ran out of steam on the 
final lap. Dutchwoman 
Ireen Wust won gold in 
1:56.89. 

“I’m happy with the re¬ 
sult obviously, but to be 
honest with you I really 
wanted to win, it was really 
close,” she told CTV. “I just 
kind of faded on that last 
turn.” 

Czech Martina Sablikova 
took the bronze in 1:57.96. 

Groves also won a bronze 
in the 3,000 metres earlier 
in the Games. She’s Cana¬ 
da’s first multi-medallist in 
Vancouver. When she re¬ 
ceived her medal on the 
podium at the Richmond 
Oval, Groves’ eyes filled 
with tears. 

“I’m glad I got a silver, 
but I’m a little disappointed 


with how I skated,” she 
said. 

“It wasn’t my best race 
and irrespective of the re¬ 
sults, that’s where I draw 
my satisfaction from at any 
race or any competition, 
how I skated.” 

Groves said she felt better 
in the 3,000. 

“I skated better technical¬ 
ly and physiologically I was 


definitely a lot better in 
that race,” she said. 

Canadian teammate 
Christine Nesbitt seemed 
headed to the podium be¬ 
fore fading down the 
stretch. She finished sixth 
in 1:58.33.

Michael Jackson’s father 
can receive some medical 
records related to his 
superstar son’s death, a 
judge ruled Friday. 

Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Mitchell 
Beckloff ruled that Joe 
Jackson can receive his 
son’s medical records from 
the hospital where he died. 
The judge will review the 
records first before releas¬ 
ing them to Joe Jackson’s 
attorney, Brian Oxman. 
Beckloff also said the men 
can only receive records 
generated on or after June 
25 — the day Michael Jack- 
son died at Ronald Reagan 
UCLA Medical Center. 

Oxman sought the files 
as part of an effort to ob¬ 
tain a monthly stipend for 
the Jackson family patri¬ 
arch. 

He said during a hearing 
last week that he also 
needs the records to decide 
whether to pursue a 
wrongful death lawsuit. 

Beckloff’s order states a 
medical expert hired by 
Joe Jackson can review the 
files, but not copy them. 


Anyone who sees the 
records will be required to 
sign a confidentiality 
agreement, the ruling 
states. 

Jackson’s estate had 
sought to quash subpoenas 
that Oxman issued for the 
files. 

Attorneys for the estate 
argued during a hearing 
last week that Beckloff 


should review the files 
first. 

They also stated the files 
shouldn’t be released until 
after the results of a May 
hearing on Joe Jackson’s 
stipend bid. 

Oxman said he was 
pleased with the ruling 
and expects to have the 
records soon.

1 tsp white sugar 
1 tsp garam masala 
1/2 tsp ground cinnamon 

1 tsp dried oregano 

2 tbsp canola oil 

2 small onions, halved and 
thickly sliced 
2 peppers (1 red, yellow or 
orange and 1 green), 
halved and thickly sliced 
12 baby plum or cherry 
tomatoes, halved 

METHOD: 

1. Tip chickpeas into bowl. 
Add lime zest and juice, 
sugar, garam masala, cin¬ 
namon and oregano. Stir 
to coat chickpeas in spicy 
mixture. Set aside. 


2. Heat large frying pan or 
wok with oil. When oil is 
hot, add onions and stir- 
fry 4 minutes or until just 
beginning to colour. 
Reduce heat and add pep¬ 
pers. Cook for further 3-4 
minutes, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, until vegetables are 
almost tender. 

3. Stir in tomatoes, then 
add spicy chickpea 
mixture. Cook 2 minutes 
or until vegetables are ten¬ 
der and everything is hot.
